__ The following terms and conditions shall be observed in respect of applications 
under section 158A of the Bengal Tenaney Act, 1885 :— 


1. One copy of the last finally published record-of-rights (called the Maintenance 
copy) shall be revised and modintitines, at the expense of the applicant. This revision 
and maintenance wili be done. by the Government and in such manner as the Govern- 
ment may by rules from time to time direct. 

2. The estimated cost of such revision and maintenance during any year shall 
be paid by the applicant before the Ist November of that year, If the actual cost 
exceeds the estimate the balance shall be paid by the applicant within one month 
of demand by the Collector; and if, there be a saving it will be refunded to him (or 
may be carried on to the next year’s account if he so desires). 

3. The maintenance staff shall be independent of the applicant's staff, but the 
latter shall co-operate and give all possible assistance in the maintenance proceedings. 
The applicant’s staff shall give all available information regarding changes in tenants, 
transfers, amalgamations, or subdivisions of tenancies, new settlements, arrangements 
made with tenants for alterations of rent in respect of elteration in area, cases in 
which non-occupancy raiyats have become set taiyats, etc. They shall help in 
securing the attendance of tenants during the maintenance ings. 

4. The estate shall be managed with due regard to the legal rights of the tenants 
and in particular— 

(a) no abwab or other illegal exaction under any denomination shall be realised 
by the applicant, 

(b) the interest on arrears of rent shall not be demanded at a higher rate than 
provided for in section 67 of the Bengal Tenancy Act,»

RULES UNDER THE BENCAL TENANCY ACT, 1885 (VIII of 1885), 


CHAPTER I. 


General. 


1. Except where otherwise provided for by law or by these rules, all proceed- 
ings and orders of Revenue Officers, poner in the discharge of any duty imposed 
upon them by or under the Bengal Tenancy Act, 1885 (hereinafter referred to in 
these rules as “the Act”), shall be subject to the supervision and control of 
the Local Government; and the proceedings and orders of each Revenue Officer under 
the Act shall be subject to the supervision and control of the Revenue Officers to 
whom he may be declared by the Local Government to be, for the purposes of the 
Act, subordinate. 


The Collector and the Commissioner, in whose jurisdiction operations under these 
rules are in progress, shall be entitled to inform themselves of the nature and pro- 
gress of such operations. 


2. Where no other mode of service of notice is ipewitiod by the Act or by these 
rules, service shall be effected in the manner provided for the service of summons on 
a defendant under the Code of Civil Procedure, 1908, if the notice is addressed to one 
or more persons occupying or owning the same holding or tenure; and if it is 
addressed to a number of persons occupying or owning different holdings or tenures 
in the same village, the notice shall be served in the manner provided for the 
service of summons on a defendant under the Code of Civil Procedure, 1908, or by 
proclamation and beat of drum, and by posting it, in the presence of not less than 
two persons, on some conspicuous place in the village, and also by fixing it up in 
the village office, if any, where the rent is usually paid. In the case of uninhabited 
villages, the posting of the notice shall be made in the nearest inhabited village. 


Provided that where the person to be served is a minor notice shall be served on 
the minor and also either on his or her legal guardian or on his or her guardian

Objections shall not.be disposed of in the absence of any of the parties 
materially interested, or their representatives, unless the Revenue Officer be satisfied, 
for reasons to be recorded in writing, that the notice was duly served on the person 
concerned, ha ee!
